Elba Needs A Garden Club 


Right now there seems to be enough 
interest in a city beautification project here 
to make Elba a very pretty city indeed. 
Interest and willingness to help, however, 
do not get things done. To accomplish any- 
thing there must be organization and ad- 
ministration, That’s where a garden club 
would be very valuable to Elba. 

The growing of flowers and shrubs is a 
woman's job. Women possess the know- 
how and their tastes are superior to men’s. 
No beautification project can hope to go to 
a successful conclusion without the wo- 
man’s touch. Men can dig holes, plant 
grass, and bury seeds or bulbs but without 
the guiding hand of a woman he isn’t likely 
to get the desired result. 

In the past few days we have talked to 
several Elba businessmen about prettying 
up the city, starting with the courthouse 
Jawn. All have agreed that a little cleaning 
up and fixing up are long past due and all 
have indicated willingness to contribute 
materially to the project, but for lack of a 
suitable organization to handle the details 
nothing definite is being done. 

Now we know very little about women’s 
clubs. We don’t believe, however, that any 


of the present clubs are large enough to | 


handle the huge undertaking of making 
Elba attractive. It seems to us Elba needs a 
garden club with beautification as its sole 
objective. Such a club should not be limited 
in membership, but should embrace every 
iemale citizen of Elba who has a desire to 
help better the looks of her home and her 
mity. 

We don’t know that a garden club would 
ramswer all our needs here but it seems to 
us that this would certainly be a step in the 
right direction. We urge the women of Elba 
ts consider this and if they think our sug- 
vestion plausable, organize the club. If 
amyone else has any ideas that will aid in 
cleaning up Elba The Clipper will be glad 
to receive them and will certainly pass them 
on to our readers.
